DELAYED DESPATCHES, 

Europe. 

Pams, Nov. 12. — In consequence of 
its triumph iu tiio AsHembly yester- 
day, tho conservative) party intends to 
tu,Lo the lead in favor uf a dissolu- 
tion. It is generally believed Unit the 
Assembly will dissolve in December, 
and that elections will bo held lor 
senators in January, and for repre- 
sentatives in February. President 
MucMabon has thanked Minister Du- 
fame for his speech yesterday nnd 
congratulated him 011 its success in 
tho Assembly to-day. Dufaure intro- 
duced the press bill. By its provis- 
ions tho state of siego is to bo raised, 
except in Algeria and in the depart- 
ments of tho Heine, Rhone, Benches, 
Du Klione and Seine hit Oise. It al- 
so provides that numerous press of- 
fenses, such as insults to the authori- 
ties, ialso intelligence, and instiga 
tion to crime, shall be tried by cor- 
rectional tribunal instead of by jury. 
The cousideiation of the electoral bill 
was resumed and udopted, providing 
that Algeria shall have three repre- 
sentatives instead of six in the new 
chamber of deputies. 

London, Nov. 13.— A tidal wave, 
ten feet high, swept up Parrot river, 
Somersetshire, to-day. Bridgowater 
dock gates burst and* vessels b.oke 
from their moorings. One vessel was 
sunk at d 2l) others wore more or less 
damaged. The weather is still in- 
clement and lloods increase. 

Wade, the British minister toChiua, 
has been knighted. 

Cholera in Beilgherry district inter- 
feres with the movements of tho Prince 
of Wales. 

The Prince airived to-day at Poou- 
ah and had an enthusiastic reception. 
It is doubttul if he can visit iladraH 
owing to the cholera in that presi- 
dency. 

Pena.no, Nov. 13. —A force of 30U 
troops now garrisons the British resi- 
dence ai Perak. Sutau Abdullah is 
frieudly to the British. It is thought 
that the murder of Mr. Birch, Bmie.li 
le ident, was uiipremeiliated. .The 
Malays, howiver, are arming defen- 
sively. Guv. Jervais is pieparing foi 
military operations. 

Belgrade, Nov. 13.— Prince Milan, 
while reMeiwng Uoops yesteiday. an- 
nounced that the changed political 
situation made it unnecessary to send 
them to the fi oil tier.

California. 

San Francisco, Nov. 13. — Captain 
Doane, of the bhip tiranger, was to- 
day held to answer, by U. S. Com- 
missioner C'liaiue.on a charge of cruel 
treatment of a seaman on his ship. 
The evidence showed extreme brutali- 
ty on the part of the captain. The 
innn afterwards fell overboard and was 
drowned, and it is charged the fall 
was occasioned by tho paralysis of his 
limbs from the treatment he had re- 
ceived. 

Captain Daniel It. Frazier, of the 
whaling ship Illinois, charged with 
cruelty to teamen, has been brought 
down from Sacramento, where he was 
arretted by the United States marshal. 
He was released from custody on giv- 
ing bonds iu the sum of $o,UUU. 

The "Post" thiB evening publishes a 
long account of still another outrage 
on seamen OU the British ship Bui row- 
dale. Two men, one suffering Iroui 
disease, another from injuries receiv-

The arrival of tho steamship Los An- 
geles yesterday morning, with Neil O'- 
Hanley, the rescued Quartermaster from 
tho wteck of the Paoilio, tho steward, 
stewardess, and seven sailors of tho col- 
liding ship Orpheus, was doomed a good 
opportunity for resuming tho inquiry 
into l bo causes of tho death of Mrs. Kel- 
ler, Mr. Viuiug, aud tho unknown 
man, which was commenced a 
weok ago. Tho jury were accordingly 
summoned to attond at one o'clock; when 
it naa announced that Mr. Plummer, one 
of the jurors, \vi>s ill and could not 
como. Steps were taken to adjourn the 
inquest when it was announced that 
Indians Shad just arrived iu a oanoo 
from Boecby Bay, near Race Rocks, tow- 
ing another ennoe iu which was tho dead 
body of a man. It had been picked up 
in Bsechy Hay by the natives and was by 
them brought to Low n. The body wa* 
conveyed to Hay ward & Jeukiusou's ware 
rooms aud the following jury wore eni- 
punolud by Hon. A. F. Pombortou, Coro- 
ner. 

Tames Fell, (Foreman) , Alex. Wilson, 
Chas. T. Seymour, James R. Raymur, 
Win. Wilson, and J. R. Adams. 

The jury having viewed tho remains, 
the face of which had disappeared, the 
.Superintendent of Police removed a heavy 
gold seal ring with natural gold set in it 
from the third finger of tho loft hand, a 
gold fitud with ruby sottiug, a gold shirt 
button, aud a letter addressed to Mr. J 
i'unberthy enclosing tho photograph of a 
yoong lady named Miss Pcuttof Colwood. 
This letter from appearanoes was Uaudad 
to the Uoceased man for delivery at San 
Francisco. 

Tho corpse had no coat, hat, boots or 
socks on; the vest was open and two but- 
tons only of the pants wore buttoned, as 
if deceased had boon aroused from his 
sleep by the startling cry "tho ship id 
sinking," and ran on dock partly dressed. 1 
X passage ticket for the stuuinnhip Paci- 
fic with the name J. F. Fe trull upon it 
was found in tho pants pocket. 

Cnpt. Cooper, Agent for tho Dominion 
Marine aud Fisheries Department, w%s 
presout, and Mr. Richards, Q. <J., was in- 
structed to watohthe case for the Domin- 
ion Government; Mr. McCreight, Q. C, 
for the Provincial Government; aud Mr. 
Robortso'n, Q. C. for Goodall, Nelson & 
Perkins, owners of the lost steamship. 

The following evidence was taken. 

A Boechy Bav Indian testified that he 
found the body floating in tho bay yes 
terday morning while engaged in oatoh- 
iug salmon. Tho body had a pair of 
pants ou partly buttoned, o fine white 
shirt, black pants and black vest. Wit 
neso had seen lots of wreckage floating 
about anil had picked up two lifopresor 
vers in the bay; theru was no lifeproservor 
on the body. 

Mr. James Bobson deposed that he 
had searched the body of deceased whose 
name was still unknown to him. Hs 
had found upon the body a Httto cabin 
ticket No. .'jii. in the name of F. J. Per 
rell, also a letter signed O.J. Poatt, and a 
photograph which ho took to be that of 
Miss Poatt of Colwood. A Japanese gold 
ring, .1 shirts studs and one sleovu link, 
were also found on tho body. 

Neil C. Henley, late Quartermaster of 
tho Pacific, beinp; duly sworn, waj ex- 
amined by Mr.Rioharda. He deposed that 
he was a Quartermtstor on board tho 
Paoifle; the Ibird mate was witness' 
immediate superior, Howell was Captain; 
McDonough, 1st mato; Wolls. 2nd mate; 
Hughes, 3rd mate; there wero four q.uir 
tormasters. Had been on tho ship ;)1 
days up to tho wreck; shipped at Sao. 
Francisco. Had made two trips on hor. 
Had beon a sailor for tho last 5 years. 
Was 21 years old. Was a Scotchman. 
W*3 never on a steamer before shipping 
on the Pacific; was before the mast bo 
fore; had steered a ship. His dutioson 
the Paeiflo ware to steer and keep a look 
out Tho Pacific had 3 small boats and 
2 big ones; 3 wero on the starboard side. 
Sho had i forward and '2 aft on'the star-, 
board side. The large one was forward. 
The two behind ware small. The lartre 
one ou tho starboard side was resting 
on tho dock, bnt fixed to tho davits. The 
ones aft were bung from the davits; the 
davits wero of iron; had never seen the 
boats moved while on board; the davit* 
wore all of the saiuo kind; the largo boat 
on tho starboard side would havo to be 
raised and pushed out one end fu st ;there 
were two boats ou the port side; the largo 
one was foi ward; this one rested on the 
deck; the smaller one, aft, hung from the 
davits; there wore cross pieces ou tho deck 
for tho forward boats to rest on, ami they 
were secured with gripes to a ring bolt in 
the deck; tho smaller boats were lashed 
to a spar; one of the suall boats on the 
port side had bocn lowered whilo witness 
was on board; no other boats had been 
lowered and none of tho t.ioklo bad been 
tried while witness was on board; so far 
as witness knew tho tackle was nil com 
plete. The large boats were probably lit) 
feet long, 7 feet wide, and about 5 foet ill 
depth ;they were called usually long boats, 
some called them life boats; they were 
wooden clinker built boats; thought the 
large bouts would carry about 50 or til) 
people; the smaller ones worn about 20 
teet long; thought two Were sharp stern 
oil; two were of wood and one of wood 
covered with zinc; could not bo sure of 
this. Tho small ones woro provided with 
air-chambers; both the large boats were 
sharp at tho stern. Was not in tho boat 
which was lowered on Pilgol Sound; did 
not recollect how many men it took to 
lower this boat; all tho boats were fur- 
nished with plug holes. The plugs w< rt 



taken ou board, witness was below; 
there was Home wheat taken on board in 
bags; witness forgot tho name of tho 
tho place at which this vaa done; a 
steamer brought it alongside; the wheat 
was stowed below; tho stoatnor camo 
three times altogether with wheat; could
